CENSUSRAISES 


Slight Increase Reported in 


Wisconsin Insti- 


tutions 


Only a slight increase in the" pop- 


ulation of state institutions during 


• the past year is shown hy the report 


of the state Board of Control just 
made public in the 
legislature. 


There has been an increase of 84 ir. 
the state institutions that care for 
insane population and »,decrease of 
10 in the county institutions where 
the chronic insane are cared for. 
At the present time the population 
for state hospitals is 1,435 and 6,795 
at county institutions for 
insane. 


According to this same report the 
number of feeble minded is 1127, a 
decrease of 28 ono year ago. 
The 


penal institutions have a population 
of 957, a decrease of 70 over one 
year ago. At the state school at 
Sparta the population is 1,196, an 
increase of 11 and tho tubercular in- 
stitutions show an increase of 57. 
The state institutions for tubercular 
institutions have a population of 
191 and county institutions a popu- 
lation of 656. The total iumiber of 
people in state institutions is 4.90C 
and in county institutions 7451, 
making a total under public caro 
12,357. 
Probably the most notable fact '.,> 


!io reported by the state board of 
control is tho constant 
decline of 


population in state prison. Before 
the war this institution had prac- 
tically readied 1,000 and at last re- 
port had 686 of which 641 are males 
and only 25 females.

blU offered in the senate on Wed- 
eBday by Sen. George B. Skogmo, 
River Palls. It would permit insur- 
ance companies to invest tfieir sur- 
plus in hoane bmlding plans, but 
would require ,1*10 owner to have an 
insurance policy large enough 
to 
cover against loss in caee of death. 
The plan is one'of the meet unique 
that has ever come before the leg; 
slatare. It has been worked out in 
mathematical detail. The plan >s 
designed to aid the man in becoming 
a home owner, instead of a renter. 


"The accumulations of insurance 


companies have financed insurance 
companies 'and public utilities," said 
Sen, Skogmo today. "One of the 
important means to stimulate the 
rjilding of homes -would be a wider 
opiportunity for the safe investment 
of insurance funds." 


"The bill provides that every in- 


surance company shall be permitted 
to invest" not to exceed 25 percent 
of its capital and surplus"-in unim- 
proved lands witihin the limits of 
cities of 5,000 inhabitants and over, 
located within this state and in such 
lands in the vicinity of and adjacent 
to such cities, for the purpose of 
and with »tstt»rity to build bonnes 
thereon for residential' purposes 
only, and to dispose of the same by 
sale, and to accept such saies> and 
carry as assets, real estate znort- 
"•ajres thereon not in excess of 75 
percent of the sale value of 
the 


property." 


A limitation is placed, upon the 


indebtedness. No such mortgage 
shall exceed $7,500. It is pointed 
wit by Senator Skogmo that the 
plan could be operated on a 65 per- 
cent mortgage basis, "but .an ex- 
tension of tihe limit to 75 percent 
. wxrald affrod larger opportunity for 
home building." 


"As a prerequisite for tihe braid- 


ing of such a home," continued Sen- 
ator Skogmo, "a life insurance pol- 
icy for 4to Ml amount of the pur- 
chase pfice on tihe life of the pur- 
chaser is essential, which, in tha 
event of his death, guarantees and 
assures to the family tihe home free 
from aili indebtedness, and to the. 
comipany it gives an increasing .cer- 
tainity that the transaction will not 
involve a loss. Assume that a man 
desires a $5,000 home. .

chaser agrees, on soch . a 
$5,000 


ihome, to pay a monthly installment

On Irish Conditions 


Protestants Say Question is Not One of Religion; Witnesses 


Are Heard. 


T 


HE American Commission on Conditions in Ireland heard 


the testimony of two Protestant Irish women this week, 


» Miss Louise Bennett, secretary of the Irish Women Workers 


Union and of the Irish Branch of the Women's, International 
League; and Miss Caroline M. Townshend, an official of the 
Gaelic League, which is a non-political organization. 


Both witnesses declared—and backed up their contention 


with many letters and documents—that the "religious question' 
In Ireland simply did not exist, although it has always been the 
policy of British statesmen to foster religious bigotry. "Their 
object is to keep us divided," said Miss Bennett. 


"As a Protestant," she continued, "I wish to bring befor 


- the Commission the persecution of the Catholic Church in Ire 


land by the British forces. They have been raiding monaster 
lea and convents. I know of six priests now in custody. On 
priest In Kilkehny was recently court-martialed and sentence 
to two years for having in his possession a receipt for the firs 
Dall Elreann loan and an invitation to attend an arbitratioi 
court. Father Dominic, the most beloved friar in Dublin, wa 
arrested and threatened with death. 


««ne convent in Dublin, which had done Red Cross wor 


throughout the war and adopted Belgian orphans, was broke 
Into and raided at midnight and all the nuns driven out. An 
other convent was similarly raided. The soldiers said they wer 
looking for men. Of course they found .nothing. Even th 
Unionists are thoroughly disgusted at such scandalous and in 
excusable proceedings." 


Miss Bennett said that Irish labor showed its solidant 


when a general strike was called to force the release of the hun 
ger strikers in Mountjoy prison. "There was perfect order," 
she remarked, "and in Dublin at least everything was tied up.

It was a most impressive demonstration and it won its object." 


Miss Bennett and Miss Townshend emphasized what other

Speaking of the function of the Irish republican courts, 


Miss Bennett said that these courts were "the finest possible 
example of government by consent." She said that before the 
beginning of 1920 these courts operated more or less openly, 
but since then they have been compelled to act under cover. 


"As for the Sinn Fein land courts," said Miss Bennett, 


"even the Unionists admit that they have saved the country 
from great losses and disorder. They have done more to ame- 
liorate conditions arising from the terrible land hunger in Ire- 
land, in a few months, than the British courts have in many

FINANCES] 


To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


An Englishman writing an Amer- 


can trade p—>er relative to 
the 


question of the exchange between 
France and England and its effect 
on the shoe trade. between the two 
countries, suggests as 
a remedy 


that the matter be adjusted as the 
International Postal Congress de- 
cided- the postal question between 
countries. He says: "If this^ sys- 
tem could be elaborated or widened 
to include all commercial transac- 
tions we would get back at ones to 
old methods of trading, but the ob- 
stacle to it is the paper money so 
freely printed 
during the war. 


England is. not blameaess in this 
matter, for its paper •currency—one 
pound and ten shilling notes—has 
no gold reserve as security, and is 
nearly four times as much as the 
trold coinage formerly in «w™3: 
tion. A real man would now hold 
up most of these notes and destroy 
them, but this is not an age of real 
men. The weak people who. now run 
the British Empire print inore notes 
under the delusion they will pay for 
extravagance and waste.' The note 
costs one-quarter of a cent to prin' 
—but as "one pound" 
> is engraved 


on it they think it is all right." .
